At one end of the garland, twist two pine 
branches together to form a loop. Use this 
loop to hang the garland. 

To make bows, cut two pieces 40” and 56” 
long from printed paper ribbon. With the 56” 
ribbon, make a bow with five 8” long loops 
and two 8” tails. Secure the center of the bow 
with tie wire. Fold the 40” piece of ribbon in 
half and attach to the back of the bow with 
wire. Cut the gold mesh ribbon into two 
pieces, 32” long for the bow and 40” long for 
the streamers. Working from the center of the 
32” piece, make a four loop bow with 5” loops 
and two 6” tails. Secure the bow with tie wire. 
Center the 40” piece of gold mesh ribbon 
behind the bow and secure with tie wire. 

Place the gold bow in the center of the print¬ 
ed paper bow, 2” below the pine loop. Attach 
bows to the garland with tie wire. Fluff up the 
bows and wind the streamers throughout the 
garland. Wherever necessary, use tie wire to 
attach streamers to the garland. 

Place chili peppers evenly throughout gar¬ 
land, using photograph as a guide. Attach pep¬ 
pers by tying to garland branches with tie 
wire. NOTE: It is easier to place the chili pep¬ 
pers on the garland if you first hang the gar¬ 
land on the wall.

4 (12" x 18") crocheted placemats 
1 bottle Aleene's OK To Wash-It™ Glue

3 small buttons 
3 button covers 
Needle & thread 


Place the four mats vertically elongated, face down, 
beside one another, overlapping the scallops. The scallops 
on the back mats B & C should overlap the scallops of 
mats A & D. 

Apply glue to the underlying scallops (including cor¬ 
ners) on mats B or C. Overlap top scallops and apply 
pressure. Apply glue to the bottom corner and next two 
scallops of underlying mats A & D leaving the remaining 
upper scallops free. Overlap mats B & C and apply pres¬ 
sure. Allow to dry. 

Fold in mats A & D over B & C overlapping A & D at 
top to form shoulders. Place wax paper in between mats. 
Brush glue on underlying first 3 scallops from the sleeve 
side. Apply pressure. Fold back lapels from the corner of 
shoulder to the 4th center scallops of A & D leaving 4 
! remainder button front scallops free. Apply glue under 

lapel and press down. Allow to dry thoroughly. 

Turn vest over and fold back two upturned scallops 
for collar. Glue down in same manner, applying glue 
underneath. 

Sew small buttons on remaining front scallops of mat 
D, using center ring of crocheted scallops on mat A for 
button holes. Fasten large button covers over buttons for 
a more flattering look.

Medium weight cotton or 
polyester/cotton blend fabric 
(new or remnant fabrics, old

Coiling (use 1/4” coiling for 
baskets up to 6”, 1/2” coiling

Fold fabric in half and clip at 
1” increments.

Taper taped end of 
coil with scissors. 

Thread needle with a fabric 
strip. Wrap fabric strip around 
the craft coiling about 4” from 
the end. Overlap tail to secure, 
wrapping almost to the end of 
the taper. Bend end of coil form¬ 
ing a loop. Wrap fabric over both 
coils to secure. 

Wrap fabric 4-6 times around 
the outer coil only. Push needle 
up through center of coiling. 

Bend coil to form circle. Wrap 
fabric around the outer coil 3-4 
times. Wind strip around two 
coils to join. 


When fabric strip is near the 
end, leave a 2” tail along the coil. 
Overlap 2” of new fabric strip 
over old fabric strip. Wrap fabric 
over both tails to secure and 
begin wrapping new strip. 

For the basket bottom, 
tinue to wrap flat coils until 
you have 4 rows. To 
strengthen basket, wrap 
tight knot around each 
joining stitch. 

To shape 

wrap the side coils 
from the bottom. 

Continue wr; 
desired 

To 

taper the ends of the old 
coil and the new coil ,f| 
about 4”. Overlap the 
ends. Wrap tape 
the two ends to hold 
together. Continue wrap¬ 
ping coiling with fabric. 

If desired, add handles 
by bringing coiling up in a I 
handle shape. To strengthen 1 
handle, wrap three tight knots 
on one side of the handle. Wind 
strip about 5”. Wrap three tight 
knots on opposite side of handle. 
Wind fabric to cover handle. 
Repeat process for other handle. 

To finish basket, taper end of 
coiling. Wind fabric strip around 
the tapered ends until the last 
coil joins the basket edge. Pull 
tail back under 3 wraps to end. 
Cut off. Glue trim on 
basket as desired. ■

Poke the fabric into straw 
wreath about 1/8”. Continue 
process all around wreath until 
it is completely covered with fab¬ 
ric. Leave back uncovered so it is 
flush against the wall where you 
hang it. Spray wreath with 
glitter spray. Allow to dry. 

Cut pearls apart and 
glue to wreath using 
Jewel-It glue. Let 
wreath dry 24 
hours. Have

Glue two 4” 
branches to the heart center top, 
one extending upward and one 
downward. Glue three branches 
to each heart top, all angled 
toward the sides. Cut each cran¬ 
berry rose into two 5” and one 3” 
sprig. Glue a 3” sprig to the heart 
center, one angled upward and 
one down. Glue two 5” sprigs on 


each heart side spacing them 
evenly among the plant sprigs. 

Cut the sprigs off the pink 
rose stem. Cut sprigs into 3”-4” 
lengths. Glue two 3” long 3-bud 
sprigs at the heart center, one 
extending upward and one down. 
Glue a 4” sprig between the two 
cranberry rose sprigs on each 
side, then glue another between 
the center and the first cranberry 
sprig on each side. 

Use the ribbon to make an 
oblong bow with a center loop, 
four 3”, two 4” and two 5” loops 
and 20” tails. Secure with wire, 
then glue the bow to the center 
top. Pull a tail to each side, then 
loop and glue it among the flowers. 

Cut the bloom broom into 3”- 
4” sprigs; glue them in clusters 
among the flowers and leaves. 
Glue more clusters over the out¬ 
side and inside of the wreath. Cut 
the nigella into 3” sprigs. Glue 
them evenly spaced among all the 
flowers. Attach a wire loop hang¬ 
er to the upper back. ■

Pull 
wires out 3/4” at all 4 corners. 
Fold ribbon so wire edges touch, 


Tack 
with glue. Gather ribbon on self 
wire as much as possible. Spiral 
ribbon around itself in a circular 
fashion. Hide ends and glue. 
Glue in center of bow. ■

For the round candle, cut a 
2-1/2” diameter circle from paper 
plate.

If you have never printed on 
fabric before, practice on an old 
t-shirt or dust rag to get a feel 
for how much paint you will 
need on the stamp to get a good, 
strong image. Keep in mind that 
sooner or later you will be wash¬ 
ing your project and will there¬ 
fore want as much paint as pos¬ 
sible to insure that the image 
will stand up to repeated wash¬ 
ings without fading. 

Before you make the first 
print, you will need to buy a 
piece of "foam core" which is 
available at any office supply

Try your hand 
at stamping on 
washable items 
following Hot 
Potatoes easy 
stamping hints. 
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store. Foam core will give you a 
smooth surface on which to print 
and it also provides a cushion 
that will allow you to apply pres¬ 
sure to the stamp once it has 
been placed on the fabric. It will 
also keep excess paint from 
"bleeding" through to the back of 
whatever you are printing. 

Cut the foam core so that it 
fits snugly inside the garment 
(you will also want to cut pieces 
for the arms if you intend to 
print on them). If working on an 
elasticized garment, pull the 
elastic taut so that you have a 
nice flat surface to print on. 

Decide what kind of design 
you want and how the design 
will be laid out on the project. 
Once you have decided how you 
want your project to look, lay 
your stamps out and paint a 
thin coat of the desired color on 
each stamp. Let the paint set up

the stamp while you are 
preparing the rest of the 
project. (Note: I recom¬ 
mends this only if it is the 
first time you have used the 
stamps. By coating the surface, 
it acts as a primer and helps to 
"hold" the paint on the stamp. 
After you have used your 
stamps a few times this step 
can be eliminated.) 

Keep Q-tips handy to dab 
up any excess paint on the mar¬ 
gins of your stamp image. If 
stamping on sweatshirts the fab 
ric is very bulky and more areas 
of the stamp will come in 
contact with the fabric. 
Remember, a good clean 
stamp makes a clean 
impression. 

When you are finished with 
your project and ready to store 
the stamps be sure to clean 
them first. It's fast and easy. 
Just spray 409 or Windex 
on your stamps. Scrub 
with a fingernail brush under 
running water and then store in 
your Hot Potatoes sack and let 
air dry. With the proper care 
your stamps will last 
for years. ■

Brown stamp pad 
18-gauge wire 
Cookie sheet with raised

Cut the blocks of Fimo into 1" 
chunks and place in a plastic bag. 
Warm each bag by slipping it in 
your pocket, immersing in warm 
water for 2-3 minutes or placing 
under a lamp for a few minutes. 
Then roll the chunks to soften 
and knead together in equal pro¬ 
portions. 

Roll snakes of clay to the 
desired thickness of your chosen 
project, generally 1/4"-1/2" thick. 


Cut off sections to make each 
bead. For fish beads, model clay 
into fish shapes. 

To impress designs, press the 
straw, clay tool, knife, or pen on 
the stamp pad then onto the clay 
bead. The fish eye is made with a 
retracted ball point pen, the pupil 
with the pen itself and scales 
with the straw pressed in at an 
angle. The triple necklace has 
lines made with a knife. The 
round medallion necklace and 
earrings impressions were done 
with a knife, toothpick, and clay 
tools. 

Insert the wire to make the 
center hole. Do not remove the 
wire, but add beads until the 
wire is full. Lay the wire with the 
beads on it so the wire ends rest 
on the cookie sheet 
beads do not touch 
sheet. Bake at 265 
minutes, 
jewelry

For back section, use large 
pine cone pieces. Start gluing at 
tail and work in rows to neck. 

Cover head and neck with any 
flat material such as rye or seeds. 

Apply Right-On over 
entire decoy using sponge 
brush. Dab between layers to be 
sure to cover completely. 

Cut felt slightly smaller 
than bottom of duck and glue in 
place. ■

I t's strangely ironic that often¬ 
times when we feel the most, 
we say the least-choked up 
by the intensity of our emotions.

There is a remarkable 
human being-a woman filled 
with passion and love for the 
human spirit. A surrogate for 
our feelings-someone to recon¬ 
nect us with who we are and 
what we want to say when words 
escape us. 

Words do not escape Flavia 
Weedn. Her ability to convey 
emotions has absolutely 
endeared her to millions of peo¬ 
ple throughout the world. 

Through her wonderful illus¬ 
trations and inspirational prose, 
Flavia has helped to transform 
the greeting card industry into a 
communications art form. A 
Flavia card has a way of finding 
you just when you need it most 
or a way of saying something 
you couldn't quite say. 

Flavia has published 41 
books containing collections of 
her writings as well as three 
fully illustrated children's books. 

I recently had the wonderful 
opportunity to talk with Flavia 
at her studios in Santa Barbara, 
California. She was busy at work 
on her computer illustrating her 


latest work but had no trouble 
describing the world and people 
who shaped her early life at the 
same time. 

How did Flavia become 
Flavia? Well, at first she didn't 
even like being called Flavia, an 
unusual name that made her 
self-conscious as a child growing 
up in a poor section of post¬ 
depression Los Angeles across 
the street from a tire factory. 

She recalled feeling like an 
outsider and wanting to be like 
everyone else. But creativity was 
definitely in her genes: her 
mother was a doll maker, her 
father a mystery writer. Flavia 
had started painting and writing 
stories but feared she would be 
laughed at if she showed them to 
anyone. She also loved to talk to 
the moon and one night her 
Uncle Jack (whom she describes 
as more like a big brother only a 
"few years older" than she) over¬ 
heard her talking to the moon 
and that moment changed 
Flavia's view of life and of her¬ 
self. He unlocked something 
inside her and made her promise 
to never stop dreaming. He 
introduced her to literature and 
explained that she had been 
named for the princess in "The 
Prisoner of Zenda" by Alexander 
Hope. He was there to remind 
her that there was nothing she 
couldn't do. She chronicles her 
special relationship with Uncle 
Jack in her extraordinary chil¬ 
dren's book "Flavia and the 
Dream Maker".

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When you 
’ think of tie-dye 
do images of 
psychedelic 
colors and 
Grateful Dead 
concerts come to 
mind? Hippies 
dancing through 
Haight Ashbury 
with flowers 
in their hair? 
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ell, we're here to shatter 
that myth or, at least, 
to update it. Tie-Dyeing 
transcends the 60's—it's a creative 
way to express yourself and 
invent your own personal style. 
You might even call it an adven- 
ture-Sulfiati Harris did. 

Sulfiati is the president 
and founder of Sulfiati's Art 
Adventures which makes and 
markets a whole line of dye 
supplies, including three books, 
nine different kits, dye refills, 
accessories, and a video. 

During a recent phone inter¬ 
view from her office in San 
Diego, California, Sulfiati 
explained that she became inter¬ 
ested in tie-dyeing while teaching 
arts and crafts to kids at a sum¬ 
mer camp. These activities were 
well-received so with the left over 
supplies and help from talented 
friends and relatives she decided 
to make tie-dye kits that would 
make it easier for all ages to get 
involved with this fun art form. 

Having a solid background in 
teaching and art has helped 
Sulfiati throughout her journey, 
especially with demonstrating 
techniques. 

At first, Sulfiati made the 
kits in her spare time, then an 
advertisement for the kit 
appeared in an art teaching mag¬ 
azine. Next, came the first print¬ 
ing of the book "Rainbow Tie- 
Dye" (which was later made into 
a video). 

Sulfiati remembered the days 
hustling around San Diego trying 
to sell kits to stores. Her hus¬ 
band, Sjarif, who is now the com¬ 
pany's Vice-President and sales 
manager, put his sales experi¬ 
ence to work by "getting busy on 
the phone" generating interest in 
the kits. 

According to Sulfiati, the 
1992 HIA (Hobby Industry 
Association) was a big step for 


them. Their hard-to-miss booth 
attracted a great deal of atten¬ 
tion-lots of tie-dye designs and 
vibrant colors jumping out at 
passersby. 

Sulfiati said the dyes she 
uses never rinse out, keeping the 
"juicy, true color" wash after 
wash-the patterns "last for years." 

The kits all include stream¬ 
lined instructions which don't 
assume anything. Sulfiati said 
that she wanted to strip it down 
to the essential idea and organize 
the steps to make it as simple as 
possible—leaving crafters to con¬ 
centrate on self-expression. 
Tie-dye, Sulfiati pointed out, is 
really an "open-ended form of 
creativity." 

Although Sulfiati's Art 
Adventures has grown more pop¬ 
ular and successful every year 
since it was founded in 1989, 
they are still in hot pursuit of 
both the major chain stores and 
the grass roots contingent in 
hopes of continuing to build 
their following. This year, 
Raymond Robel joined the com¬ 
pany as general manager. 

Another exciting move 
toward a bigger audience came 
with Sulfiati's first Creative 
Living segment back in March. 
She called the TV experience and 
response "wonderful." She is back 
on the show this month. 

Direct feedback is a great 
motivator. Sulfiati noted that she 
gets about 3-4 phone calls a day 
from fans of the kits —people 
from all over, excited to tell of 
their art adventures. 

Orders come in from far and 
wide: an economics class needs 
some for a start-your-own-busi- 
ness- project, nurses at a 
Shriners Burn Unit want kits to 
make t-shirts for young burn vic¬ 
tims, someone from Alaska who's 
planning a party, another 
request from Chicago for kits to 


teach 150 kids how to tie-dye- 
the diverse list goes on and on. 

As does the diverse look-for 
the Tradewinds style she created, 
Sulfiati said that she went back 
to her notebook where she jots 
down ideas from various sources- 
-newspapers, magazines, art 
books, museums, etc. For exam¬ 
ple, she was inspired to create 
the Egyptian Collar Shirt by an 
Egyptian exhibit at a museum. 

Ethnic and natural designs 
are really hot now which Sulfiati 
sees as a reflection of the 
changes in the world around us. 

Never wanting a "normal 
job", Sulfiati decided to pursue 
her dream. Toughened by her 
lengthy stint as a substitute 
teacher ("It prepared me for any¬ 
thing."), she keeps going because 
she really loves what she does. 

She underscores that point 
when asked what she says to 
those who want to start their 
own businesses and hopes that 
people have an inner strength or 
spiritual belief to carry them 
through the tough times-because 
it's very hard. Armed with this 
realistic perspective, Sulfiati 
encourages people to go for it— 
afterall, new businesses create 
new jobs. 

That's an aspect that really 
appealed to Sulfiati and she 
keeps many teenagers, including 
her three sons, employed in the 
shipping and initial production 
process. The final packing and 
sealing is done at the Association 
of Retarded Citizens workshop in 
nearby El Cajon, California. 

For a business that began in 
a garage, Sulfiati has trans¬ 
formed her love of tie-dyeing into 
a fantastic and colorful voyage- 
an adventure she wants to share 
with you.

Flavia (continued from page 35) 
Flavia had fallen in love with the 
written word and turned to the 
romantic poets like Tennyson and 
Wordsworth whose poetry seemed to 
transcend time—they expressed feel¬ 
ings that we all felt. This common 
link helped build Flavia's confidence- 
-and these dead poets became her 
"friends." 

"I have so much to say...it just 
spills over." That's how Flavia 
describes her passion for what she 
does-adding that she couldn't stop. 
And there are millions of people out 
there who don't want her to. "They 
fill me up..." she says of the emotion¬ 
al responses people share with her- 
how she's touched their lives and 
hearts, somehow tapping into that 
which runs through us all. 

But what was it like for her 
when she first realized how she could 
touch people? "I couldn't believe it...I 
was in a state of awe." 

Flavia's followers know no socio¬ 
economic or intellectual boundaries, 
with glowing letters written on plain 
lined paper bought at the supermar¬ 
ket to those written on prescription 
pads by doctors or penned on mono- 
grammed stationery by more sophis¬ 
ticated tastes. From an astronomer 
at the Vatican, to movie stars, to peo¬ 
ple on the verge of suicide-Flavia's 
message of hope cuts through all 
walks of life. 

Flavia began as an artist/illus¬ 
trator combining her paintings with 
the words of her favorite poets. Her 
rise toward her dreams took her from 
the world of the romantic poets to 
painting a variety of objects on her 
front lawn and selling them to sup¬ 
port her family. 

Times were tough back then but 
she and her husband, Jack Weedn, 
thought of even more creative ways 
to make a life for themselves and 
their two children, Rick and Lisa: 
Flavia painted on masonite while 
Jack built frames and display stands. 
Shopping centers in affluent areas 
and Hollywood stars like Jimmy 
Stewart and John Wayne were 
among their delighted clients. 

One of Flavia's cards reads 
"Time is a friend, a healer, a maker 
of dreams"-those words seem to 


ring true because as time passed 
Flavia's work became more and more 
popular, offering up more and more 
opportunities. By the mid 1970's, she 
and Jack had opened five galleries 
from Laguna Beach, California to 
Aspen, Colorado. 

Next came licensing agreements 
with card companies including 
Hallmark but eventually Flavia start¬ 
ed losing creative control so in 1978 
the Weedn family made the bold 
move to start their own publishing 
company which would distribute 
Flavia's art in the form of paper 
products such as greeting cards, 
stationery, address books, calendars, 
and gift books. 

The magical and well-deserved 
success exploded in the 90’s as 
Flavia negotiated licenses with com¬ 
panies in 44 countries for a product 
line in 16 languages and carried in 
25,000 outlets. 

As the millennium approaches 


and with over 30 years of published 
work to her credit, Flavia is not con¬ 
tent to rest on her laurels or the 
goodwill of millions, she (in partner¬ 
ship with JVC) is branching out into 
video, film, and children's books avail¬ 
able on CD-ROM-family entertain¬ 
ment with that special Flavia feel. 

She also talked excitedly about 
her new projects with Disney (their 
Hyperion division), an appropriate 
partnership since one of her first gal¬ 
leries was located at Disneyland 
where she heard, much to her 
delight, that Walt Disney was an 
admirer of her work. Flavia speaks of 
an almost magical affinity for Disney, 
always sensing there was a dimen¬ 
sion yet to be explored. And like a 
Hollywood ending, Flavia's getting 
her chance to create special gift books 
featuring scenes from Disney classics 
(from "Bambi" to "The Lion King") —

and fruits and 6 leaves 
2 apple/pine Christmas picks, 
each with a 1-1/2" burgundy 
apple, a 2" pine cone, 6 natural 
pods, three 5/8" green/burgundy 
berries, 3 pine sprigs and 6 
holly leaves 

2 raspberry picks, each with 
eight 3/8"-l-l/4" red and bur 
gundy berries and 3 leaves 
1 ounce white dried German 
statice 


Cut two holly stems to 38" (includ¬ 
ing the twig ends). Form each stem 
into half a heart and wire the stem 
ends together to be the center top of 
the heart. Twist the twig ends 
together for l”'at the center bottom, 
allowing 8" to extend below the twist. 
Attach a wire loop hanger to the 
back of each shoulder of the heart. 

Cut two 6" holly sprigs off the 
third stem, then cut the remainder 
into two 13" sprigs. Wire a 13" sprig 
extending from the center top over 
each shoulder. Wire the 6" sprigs at 
the center top, one extending upward 
and one downward. Wrap all the 
twigs around the dowel to curl them. 

Wire an apple/berry pick to each 
shoulder, following the curve of the 
heart. Wire an apple/pine pick to 
each heart side, extending down¬ 
ward. Wire a raspberry pick below 
each apple/berry pick, extending near 
the heart point. Cut the statice into 
4"-7" sprigs. Glue them evenly 
spaced around the wreath, following 
the angle of the picks. 

Cut a 2 yard cording length; knot 
the ends. Beginning at one heart side 
near the point, wrap the cord spiral- 
fashion around the heart, ending 
near the point on the other side. Use 
the remaining cord to make a loopy 
bow (see below) with two 3", two 4", 
and two 5 1/2" loops, a 10" and a 12" 
tail. Knot the tail ends and glue the 
bow to the center top. ■

Glue on ribbon roses, then the 
silk leaves. Fill spaces with dried 
rosebuds.

Put Tacky glue on foam, starting 
at top around hole for tea light. Push 
rosebuds into foam where you put 
glue. Continue around and around 
the foam until the entire piece is cov¬ 
ered with rosebuds, except for the 
bottom where you glued the paper. 

All that is left to do is place a tea 
light in the top, and you are ready to 
light your beautiful candle! NOTE: 
Do not leave lit candle unattended. 

When your tea light runs out of 
wax, simply replace it with a new one! 


No Sew Quick Quilt

side to the wrong side of backing. 
There should be 3” of backing extend¬ 
ing past all sides of muslin piece. 

Fold the fused edges of the back¬ 
ing to the front side of muslin, (fold 
backing at the edge of muslin piece). 
Fuse in place. To miter corner, fold 
the four corners down so that the 
outside folded edge is even with the 
edge of the muslin piece. Fuse the 3” 
x 16” strips fusible web to the 
remaining 3” edges. Trim web where 
necessary on folded comers. Remove 
paper backing. Fold fused edges of 
the backing to the front side of 
muslin, as in step 4. Fuse the 1/4” x 
16” strips of fusible web over the raw 
edges of the 3” border. Remove 
paper backing. 

Starting at a corner, fuse the 
grosgrain ribbon to the 1/4” fused 
pieces, mitering at comers. Fold the 
end under and glue on top of starting 
piece of ribbon. NOTE: Too much 
glue could cause it to soak through 
ribbon and leave dark spots. Place a 
small drop of glue where ribbon has 
been folded in corners. 

Basket: NOTE: The basket 
is constmcted from the two pieces 
of solid gold fabric which have 
already been fused with the fusible 
web. These pieces will be referred 
to as pieces 1 and 2. Cut piece 1 as 
directed in the diagram on page 52, 
leaving a 1” edge on all sides. 

Remove paper backing. Remove 
paper backing from piece 2 and 
cut into 1/2” x 9-1/2” strips. 

Starting at ONE end of piece 1, 
weave a 1/2” strip through the slots. 
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CONTINUED 


Continue until entire piece has been 
woven with strips. NOTE: If you 
start with the 1/2” strip going under 
the first slot, then the second piece 
should start off going over the second 
slot. Fuse the remaining 9-1/2” x 21” 
piece of paper backed fusible web to 
the back of woven piece. 

Cut the basket and handle from 
the woven fabric. Remove paper 
backing. Place the basket onto 
desired place on muslin. Do not fuse 
in place. Remove the paper backing 
from the cut hexagon pieces and 
place as desired over basket. See 
photo for suggested placement. After 
! all flowers and leaves are in place, 
insert handle onto basket. Fuse all 
pieces down. 

For hangers, glue the grosgrain 
ribbon pieces on back side. Space 
each ribbon evenly apart 1-1/2” from 
top edge. After glue has dried, insert 
dowel rod through ribbon casing and 
hang. If desired, make bow and glue 
or pin in place. ■

fabric for the 4-7/8” square in dia¬ 
gram #3. 

Place a 2-1/4” piece of ribbon 
over covered inside flapl-1/8” down 
from top edge. Complete inside flap 
following steps #5 and 6. 

Place inside box to the center of 
base on a diagonal, as shown in dia¬ 
gram 4. Securely glue center square 
of inside section to center of base. 

Fold thimble holders on scored 
1 lines to form a box. Tape side and 
bottom securely with masking tape. 

Cover inside and outside of 
thimble holder and thimble top with 
fabric “A” following general direc¬ 
tions in step #2 and step #4. Glue 
thimble top to thimble holder flap 
covering raw edge. 

Stuff a small amount of fiberfill 
into the thimble box filling it about 
3/4 full. Cut a small piece of fabric 
(about 1-1/2” square) and tuck into 
sides, covering the fiberfill. 

Securely glue the bottom of the 
thimble holder to the center of the 
inside box. 

Fold cover piece on scored lines 
to form cover. Tape all four sides 
securely with masking tape. 

Glue fleece and fabric to cover 
and insert cover following step #2. 

To make a hinge for the cover, 


fold 5-1/4” x 4-1/2” fabric rectangle as 
shown in diagram 5. 

Place hinge to inside of cover as 
shown in diagram 6. Fold 5” piece of 
ribbon in half to form loop. Glue to 
inside of cover opposite fabric piece 
as show. Glue down edges securely 
in inside cover. 

Place cover insert piece over fab¬ 
ric raw edges on inside of cover. 

Glue in place keeping ribbon loop 
and fabric hinge free. 

Glue 17” piece of ribbon around 
box cover lip. Tie a bow with 
remaining ribbon and glue to front of 
box just above ribbon loop. 

Fold up 1/2” to wrong side of fab¬ 
ric hinge. Place cover over one of the 
four sides to the base. Securely glue 
back side of fabric flap to fabric “A” 
side of base piece. 

Insert thimble in thimble box. 
Add pins to inside flaps. Insert scis¬ 
sors and assorted notions under rib¬ 
bons on base flaps. 

Fold up all sides and close cover 
to conceal notions and form the 
“Etui” needlebox. ■

Paint the eyes, lashes and outline 
the beak with black using #5/0 liner. 
Do not mix water in with the paint 
for detail work. Dot each eye with 
white. If you make a mistake, wipe 
off with a damp paper towel and let 
dry before trying again. Bake again 
at 225 degrees for 10 minutes. 

To seal, apply three coats of 
matte or satin acrylic spray over the 
entire piece. Let dry between coats. 

Keep dough away from mois¬ 
ture-store in a plastic bag. Keep 
your hands and tools clean and dry. ■

dress along the top gathered area to 
the paper towel core, using Thick 
Tacky glue. 

4. Measure down 2-1/4” from top of 
paper towel core. Punch a hole on 
each side of core with scissors and 
insert black chenille stem through hole. 

5. Slip chenille stem through sleeves. 
Gather sleeves by pulling threads. 
Glue sleeves to the paper core using 
Thick Tacky. 


6. Cut penny sack with pinking 
shears 1” to 1-1/4” up from bottom 
edge. Draw a trick or treat face on 
the bag using permanent marker. 
Using the portion cut from the bot¬ 
tom of the sack, make a trick or treat 
bag by gluing the twine inside to 
form handle. Write the words trick 
or treat on bag. 

7. Cut four mittens/hands from black 
felt. Glue two mittens together along 
outer edges, using Thick Tacky glue, 
leaving top open to slip chenille stem 
through. Before gluing the second 
set of mittens together, insert the 
trick or treat bag string and glue 
mitten on top. 

8. Place bag over paper towel core. 

9. This decoration stores beautifully - 
simply take off the mask and fold up. 
The rest of the doll can simply be 
fluffed up next year.

6. Pinch off another pea-sized bit of 
dough and flatten it as before. Press 
the top edges back slightly to make a 
petal. Place the rose center in the 
center of this petal and wrap the 
petal around the center, gently press¬ 
ing them together at the bottom, see 
figure 2, page 52. 

7. Make another petal in the same 
manner. Place this petal opposite 
the first petal. If possible, look at a 
real rose while making your bread 
dough rose. Place subsequent petals 
a bit higher on the rose, so that the 
turned back edges are even with the 
rose center, see figure 3, page 52. 

8. Add more petals in the same man 


ner, overlapping the edges slightly, 
to complete the rose, see figure 4, 
page 52. Let flower air-dry 
overnight. Cut bottom off rose before 
it dries completely. 

9. Stuff waist pouch with plastic 
shopping bags or wax paper until 
full. Zip pouch closed. NOTE: Do not 
use newspaper - print may transfer 
to pouch. 

10. Glue doily .to center (front) of 
pouch using OK to Wash-It. Do not 
cover zipper with doily. 

11. Pat fabric paint over pouch using 
scrunched up paper towel. Do not 
cover zipper. 

12. Cut designs from wrapping 
paper. Brush Napkin Applique Glue 
on pouch where paper design will be 
glued. Brush glue over paper design. 

13. Glue pearls, rhinestones and rib¬ 
bon roses to pouch using Jewel-It Glue. 

14. Glue bread dough roses and brass 
charms to pouch using Thick Tacky 
Glue mixed with a little Wash-It Glue. 


Fusible Web Instructions 

Lay fabric onto ironing surface, 
wrong side up. (For firmer bonding, 
we suggest using a hard surface such 
as a masonite or wood cutting board. 
Lay fusible web on top of fabric with 
glue web (rough side) against fabric. 
With a hot iron, iron by setting and 
lifting. Iron only for a few seconds. 
You only want to transfer web of 
glue to fabric, not melt it. Over iron¬ 
ing at this point tends to make it 
hard to remove paper backing. To 
make cutting appliques easier, leave 
paper backing on fabric. Carefully cut 
out desired design. 

To apply fabric to garment, 
carefully peel paper backing from 
fabric and arrange on garment. Use 
a hot iron to iron on appliques, hold¬ 
ing iron on each area for approxi¬ 
mately 5 seconds. Do not over iron. 

If you hold iron on applique too long, 
glue will tend to migrate to iron. 

This results in too much glue on 
applique and not enough glue on gar¬ 
ment, which will allow applique to 
loosen from garment when washed.
